Hin Criticlam Upon his Wife's Afdavit,
The New York World of to-day says:—
Danjel McFarland was an angry man at 10

o'clock vesterday morning. His coffee tasted
worse than ever, If he may be believed, when
he found his wife could, ns he Bays, “‘publish
such a tigsue of Ues agninst him ns appeared In
the New York 7Tribune over her gemi-formal
affidavit.”

An attache of the World met McFarland in
one of the Eighth avenue cars yesterday morn-
ing riding down town, He had a copy of the
Tribune in one hand and a copy of the World
in the other. Occansionally he would read with
unsteady eye a few pages of the enpplement to
the Trilune, clap It down omn his knee, and
commence mutiering and mumbling to himself,
till he happened to eee that he was observed.
The following conversation took place between
McFarland and the reporter:—

ALL A FALSEIOOD,

“It's a lie, sir, one huge lle, from beginnlng
to end. I don’t believe my wife” (he always
calls her “my wile,” with a perceptible
emphasis on the possessive pronoun, and this
RO matler how rurld his speech—never very
slow), *Idon’t believe my wife ever wrote a
line of it. Now, sir, I leave it to your own
common sense, whatever my conduct was
towards her ehe knew It. It was not with her a
matter of bellef. Why does she swear accord-
ing to her belief, and pot in the more positive
legal form? Tell me that. I tell you itis all a
d—d fabrication by Mrs, Calhoun, furbished up
by Henrl Browne.’

Reporter—You mean Junius Browne ?

MeFarland—Yes, that same Junius Henri
Browne. Why, see for yourself. Tt is weakly
written, to be sure, but Browne js n weak
writer; and yet, bad as it Ig, it 18 better than
Abby could write.

R.—But she wrote for the Independent ?

McF.—That be ——. Bhe wrote for Oliver
Johneon, and that crowd trled to make her
think ehe was a sort of Mrs. Austin, They
flattered her in every way.

R. —But she also wrote for the Riverside
Magazine ?

cF.—Yes, one or two child stories—simple

things. Abby had imagination, but no strength

R.—Don't be excited, Mr. MeFarland. Yon
have the verdict of a jurﬁ in your favor.

MeF.—1 know; yes, I know. DBut now I ask
yon, did not my assoclate in the Appraiser’s
office swear | was a scher man while there?
Did not every one in the Envelment oflice swear
I was a sober man—all except one, who, because
he was disloyal, I discharged from his oflice ?

YSHE NEVER WROTE 11."

R.—Mr. MeFarlaud, I am not defending Mrs.
McFarland's atidavit, but simply ingquiring-—

McF.—What is there to inquire abont ?  Isn't
it all ¢lear? (Getting excited.) I tell you again
it i not her affidavit. Bhe may have sworn to
it, but she never wrote it. It's Browne's afli-
davit. Its Mrs. Calhoun's aflidavit, It's Mrs.
Sinclair's aflidavit. It's the atfidavit of that
d—d free-love crowd., It's not lu)ir wife's afli-
davit. You know nothing about it. How she
could ever be led, even now, to sign her name
to such a tissue of d—d lies, when she knew
her letter protesting such deep love and affec-
tion for me, and its increase, too, was read in
open court, is more than I can understand.

He
hag on & yellow linen suit, with a heavy sailor's

coat.

Iu hbis bearing here he has been entirely serene
and unaffected, looking about bhim as he passed
along with the alr of a man entirely al his ease.

A letter from Havana tells the sequel of the
gad etory:—

As I wrile preparations for the execution are
going on. Posters have been seattered about the
streets announcing the execution and exhorting
the people to maintain order, evincing that some
uppleasant demonstration is feared. The Prin-
cipe fortification or castle issituated outside,
weet of the elty, and an immense crowd, on foot
and in vebicles, is moving in that direction.

A gentleman who came as a passenger on the
Triunfo, and who had been an acquaintance of
Golcourin, spoke with him on the passage. His
bearing was serene and noble. He stated that
he had long since given up all he posseseed to
hi# country, and was now willing to sarrender
his life, and that he hoped to die like a patriot
and a gentleman.

Later, and as I am about closing this portion
of my despaich, the execution is over and the
volunteere and people are returning. An eye
witness etates that an Immense erowd had
gathered to witness the scene, and throughout
the ntmost order was maintained. The General
muarched out from the Principe with perfect
coolness, gazing around upon the people and the
geene as though an indifferent spectator.

He ascended the platform and manifested o
disposition to address the crowd, which was
denied bim. A crucifix was then presented to
him, which he refused, motioning it away. 1le
was then placed in position, & turn of the screw
was riven, and the old revolutionist and con-
spirator, who all his life long had worked for
llw geparation of his country from SBpain, was
carrled off lifeless to fill the grave of a felon.

“IUNTIL DEATH DO U'S PART™M
The Marringe Vow and Its Bindiog Force in
the Nineteenth Centurv—Blg Divores Unse.
Court of Commuon Pleas—Judge Paxson,

That part of history which is ealled modern
refers us back to times, not perhaps within the
memory of an old inhabitant, but relatively re-
cent, when our Christlan ancestors regarded a
wife not only as a social partner through life,
but as a thing of property and a subject of
ownership, and her resistance to the will of her
husgband and master was almost a petit treason
und punishable by him with a severe corporal
chastigement. In the good old days of Eagland,
whose laws on the subject of husband and wife
were principally derived from the wise Romans,
n suit for divoree at the instance of the wife was
as rare a8 Cardifl Giants. But, the learned writers
tell us, as society increased in numbers and In
knowledge, new circumstances sccurred which
called for new regulations, novel refinements
and luxuries were born attended by novel evils,
As goclety grew large natural rights and liber-
ties became proportionally circumseribed and
were sactificed to the new order of things, as
the price of the privilege of living in soclety
and of the boon of being rescued from a solitary
exile upon the Great Hahara. Accordingly, we
of the nineteenth century have so beautifully
advanced from the simple state of nature Lo so-
clal perfection that Cardiff Giants have become
prolific and divorces so numerous as to be guite
common. In our slster Btates, Indlana and
Illinols, they turn out better annual crops of
divorces than of corn and wheat; down East
divorces have flourished as the patural goil has

frequently tendered bis serviees In the enter-
tainments given in aid of eharitable objects,

Mre. Koecker is a lady of filne family, exeel-
lent talents, and nplcmild accomplishments, and
jg suld to have recently fallen helr to a band-
some lortune left by the decease of u relative in
Paris.

Both parties seem anxions for trial, and the
matter came Lo-day before the court upon a
writ of habeas corpus ad festificandun, issued
at the lnstance of the libellant against the res-
lmndent. commanding him to produce in court,
or the purpose of testifying, his two daughters,
whom he had placed in school at Boston. He
resists the writ npon the ground that he eannot
with justice be compelled to bring In his own
children for the purposs of testifying against
him to blacken his and their name, To-dav
was fixed for the argument of this point, )

Constant Gulllon, Theo. Cuyler, and W. J.
McElroy appeared forlibellant; Attorney General
F. Carroll Brewster, George Northrop, and Hon,
W. L. Hirst for respondent.

The Judge calling up the case, Mr, McElroy,
for the libellant, stated that the respondent had
made return to the writ of habeas corpus, say-
fog in substance that the two children had
ulways been where their testimony might be
taken by deposition.

No answer was made to this sugzestion, and
hig Honor directed a jury to be ealled.

Mr. Cuyler—Before the court makes that
order, I have a word to say. We are here to
try this cause. A necessary prellminary to a
trial 8 the production of ‘witnesses, writ
was directed against the respondent, command-
ing him to bring in the two witnesses who are
under bis control, and he makes return that
they are not in his control, which return we
with to traverse, and then your Honor will see
what truth there Is in it,

Mr. Brewgter—I1 Insist upon our right to try
the issue which 1s upon your Homor's list, and
not the igsue upon this writ, After the libellant
commenced proceedings for a divorce, these
children were sent to school in Boston with her
knowledge, and she could then have taken their
testimony as golng witnesses,

The Judge said he deemed it proper to have
the writ first dispoged of, and therefore allowed
the traverse to be made.

Mre. Koecker here came into court and made
oath to the traverse,

E. G. Sellers, crier of the District Court, was
sworn, and testified that on the aflternoon of
Monday, the 10th inst., he served this writ upon
the respondent, who said the children were in
Boston, and whoever got them would have a
bhappy time of it,

Mr. McElroy said he and Mr. Cayler had
written to the SBuperior of the school at which
the children were, and at the same time sent a
telegram from Mrs. Koecker, requesting that
the children be ready to start here on last Mon-
day. In answer to this he had received a des-
patch from the Buperior, saying that she had
been prohibited by Dr. Koecker to allow the
childrén to come, which he wished to read in
evidence,

Mr, Brewster and Mr. Northrop objected to
this on the ground that the communications be-
tween the SBuperior and Mrs. Koecker could not
be evidence against Dr. Koecker.

Mr. Cuyler said that as the Superior was the
agent of the respondent for the custody of the
culldren, her answer to the demand for their
plmductiun would be evidence in this investiga-
tion,

Judge Paxson—*''The true question before the
Court is this:—Dr. Koecker has been ardered to
produce these children In court and has failed
1o do s0; has he sufficiently explained his failure
to ulhgy ornot? 1 will allow the telegram to be
read.”

The telegram was read, and stated that the
despatches had been received by the Superior
from Dr. Koecker forbidding her to allow the
children to come to this city, and therefore she
had to refose to send them., A létter received
this morning by Mrs, Koecker from one of the
doughters was also handed to the Judge and
read privately by him.

At the nstance of his Honor, Mr. Cayler pro-
ceeded to define his position. He said he was
exceedingly suxious to try this cause, and was
unwilling to allow anything but that which was
of the most absolute lmportance to the issue Lo
work a continnance, The testimony of these
children was most material, and the cause
should pot go on without thelr presence. There-
fore, he asked that a jury be now sworn and the
caure postponed until they would have time to
travel from Boston to this elty.

After much discusslon by counsel upon this
motion for a postponement, his Honor over-
ruled it and directed a jury to be ealled.

DOOMED TO DEATH.

The Mohrsvillee Murderer.

His Paralytic Victim.

His Crime and ¥Mis Career.

John Deal’s Consummate Villainy
—He Goes through the Whole
Decalogune and Receives
His Reward.

His Execution to take Place at
Reading To-Morrow,

From Our Oun Correspondent,

Reaping, May 12.
The Excltement Over the Execuntion,

Notwithstanding that it has been fifteen years
gince the inhabitants of this city witnessed an
execution, there is little or no excltement with
reference to the hanging which takes place in
the jail-yard to-morrow. That there is no com-
motion over the event may be attributed to the
fact that the doomed man since his early life
has been a worthless character, aud one whom
it was predicted som# years ago would wind up
his career on the gallows. On the day previous
to the departure from this world of Bohner and
Rodenberg at Huntingdon, of Titus at Carlisle,
and of all the murderers who have been hung
outside of Philadelphia, the sheriffs of these
places were beset by dense crowds of the
curions who were anxious to witness the last
solemn scene. But here, comparatively speak-
ing, there have been but few such
requests, and In nearly every instance Sherlff
Willinm B. Albright has refused the application,
it being his Intention to adhere as closely as
possible to the provisions of the act of Assembly
on the subject. Even If he were disposed to
oblige his numerous friends, he would have no
room for them, as the jail vard where the scaf-
fold Is erected will not accommodate over ity
persons. He has therefore limited his

Tiekets of Adminsion
to a very small number, and even has ex-
pressed his determination to issue but few to the
representatives of the press. He has an idea
that many of those who claim admission on the
strength of belng connected with the news-
papers are bogus, and in this respect your corre-
spendent, judging from his past experience, co-
incides. These fellows are merely interlopers,
and on more than one oceasion by their miscon-
duet have brought the blush to the cheek of the
genuine representatives. The man for whose
execution the scaffold has just been erected is
Zachariah E. 8ynder, alins John Deal, who was
convicted in January last of the
Murder of Rlchnrd M. Harlan

on the B8th of October lnst. The victim
wns o paralytic, having no use of his
right arm, was about thirty years of age, and a
native of Schuylkill county. He was a strolling
vagrant, and without either a family or any set-
tled occupation.

A Bketeh of the Crime,
The facts of the case, as proven on the trial

were, that on the afternoon of the night of the
murder, the two were seen In company by dif-
ferent persons, about the taverns, lager-beer
snloons and stores in Leesport. Harlan had a
pack of envelopes, a portlon of which he suc-
ceeded In disposing of. They took supper at
Jacob Tobias' Hotel, where the deceased left the
balance of the envelopes to pay for the meal, as
he sald they had no money. Between 7 and 8
o'clock in the evening they went to the store of
Wanner & Boyer, where Deal asked for a
hatchet. He wns told they had none for sale,
when Harlan inquired where they conld got a
hatchet

“Te Cut Thelr Wany Through.”
They afterwards went to the store of Charles

Miller, where the prisoner bought a hatchet for

7 cents and s handkerchief for 25 cents. They
were seen together between 8 and 9 o'cleck at
the public house of Jacob Graeff, where they
had taken a drink in the afternoon. When they
cume in in the evening, the prisoner carried the
hatchet under his arm, and had also a satehel
and o pair of galters. He sald something about
his being a carpenter, and having bought the
hatebet to work at his trade. Harlan asked for
drinks, and they counted their money. Deal
had about &2-50 and Harlan twenty-five cents,
which was reduced to five after paying for the
liguor, Harlan asked for lodging for both, but
Deal said they had been drinking too much to-
gether that day, and would do the same again
if they remained over night. They were not
perceptibly Intoxicated. They thee left, taking
the direction of Mohreville They were last
seen together, o little afterwards, at the confec-
tionery store of William Welser, where they
stopped and asked for a drink.

The Dend Hady

of Harlan was discovered about daybreak the
following morning, about a mile above Lees-
port, by Daufel Kline, As he was driving down
the road he observed blood on a bridge over o
ceriain creek, and saw marks in the road as if
made by the dragging of something along. He
looked over the edge of the bridge and saw the
body of & man lying in the water with his face
dowowards and his feet resting on a rail at-
tached to one of the abutments, He conveyed
the intelligence to Leesport, and an inonest was
impanelled by Esquire Rahn., According to
the medical testimony before the Inquest, the
wounds upon the body of the deceased were de-.
gcribed to be a fracture of the skull In two
places in the forehead, in the centre, and over
the right eye, and s gash about three or three
and a half inches in langth on the right side of
the neck, penetrating to the vertebral column,
Either of these wounds was capable of pro-
ducing death.

The Next Heard of Deal

was about 1 o'clock on the afternoon of the same
day. He was apprebended by two persons for
an alleged assault upon & woman on the road,
near Orwigsburg, Schuyliill county, and was
taken before Justice Ssmuel H. Madden of that
place, by whom he was commitied to the Bchuyl-
kill county jail. When arrested he had in his
possession a satchel, which contained a hatchet
and a pair of shoes. The hatchet he presented
to Bamuel Yost, the constable who conveyed
mwml lfmﬁﬂm to “.u it to Nm-
